Kids To School 


School may not begin for children 


(yin the Yorba Lipda District for 


another week but for all teachers and 
administrators the 1975-76 school 
year began yesterday (Tuesday). 

The adults get the jump on the 
youngsters by having an intensive 
four day series of in-service training 
meetings designed to prepare all 
staff members for the new school 
year. 

Highlight of the beginning of the 
school year will be the opening of the 
district’s new school, Linda Vista. It 
will be staffed by 14 teachers under 
Principal Donald Anderson. 

Janet MacLean will be the new 
principal at the Rose Drive School. 


Charles Hammond, Richard Nixon 
School; Albert Stefan, Mabel Paine 
School and John Best, Yorba Linda 
Junior High School, return as 
principals. 

Students will get their first break 
from classes by observing Veteran’s 
Day on November 11. At 
Thanksgiving they will have two 
days off. The Christmas recess 
extends from December 22 through 
January 2. 

Lincoln Day on February 12 and 
Washington Day on February 16 will 
precede the Easter break from April 
12 to 16. Memorial Day, May 31 will 
be the last holiday until school closes 
on June 10.

With the highly successful 
conclusion of the first ‘‘JET’’ (Job 
Economics Training) group during 
June and July, another set of Yorba 
Linda men and women will begin a

This will be followed by four 
two-hour sessions on Sept. 11, 18, 
25, and October 2. The Chamber 
underwrites all costs of these 
programs.

Buying Power, what is it good for? 
Money, How is it produced and what 
can it do? Government, what does it 
do and why? 


Among those who will participate 
in the second ‘‘JET’’ group of all five 
sessions will be David S. Kurisu, 
retired Yorba Linda merchant; Dr. 
Quentin Goodman, DDS; Dr. O.E. 
Hofacre, Yorba Linda Animal 
Hospital; Donald and Mary Wright, 
Clarence Duncan. 

The ‘‘JET’’ program has recently 
recieved a commendation from the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce in Washington, D.C., the 
United States Department of 
Commerce and many other key 
groups. 

‘*In these days, when confusion, 
misunderstandings, public apathy 
and even fear of what lies ahead 
exists to swell difficulties still 
further, the ‘JET’ progran is a very 
welcome addition to our Chamber 
programs,’’ says the Chamber 
Board of Directors. 


Placentia FD To Join County 


A firefighting package that would 
provide Placentia citizens the use of 
an aerial ladder truck at all structure 
fires and station the paramedics 
within city limits...at a reportedly 
lower cost than the Placentia Fire 
Department now costs, squeaked by 
city council Tuesday night by one 
vote. 

The vote authorized city participa- 
tion in a contract with the County of 
Orange ‘‘for providing for the 
furnishing of fire protection services 


to the city.’’ 
Councilmen Jack Gomez and 
Robert Langer opposed _ the 


resolution for a variety of reasons. 
Councilman Gomez asked for 
something in writing from the Local 
Fire Fighters Union #2147 (AFL- 
CIO) legal counsel that they would 
not disrupt the merger. Councilman 
Langer wanted a more detailed 
accounting of all the expenses and 
costs involved ‘‘and what the figure 
would be on the bottom line.”’ 
Langer also was concerned about 
fire prevention services. 


The meeting, which had been 
called for the small conference 
room in City Hall was quickly moved 
to the meeting room in the new 
library when most of Placentia’s 
firemen and their wives and mem- 
bers of the public appeared. The 
matter was not a public hearing and 
there were few speakers from the 
floor. 

Also attending was Ray Rhoads, 
executive assistant for Orange 
County Board of Supervisors 
Chairman Ralph Diedrich. Rhoads is 
overseeing negotiations from the 
county side. 

At the close of a two-hour session 
of intra-council debate, Mayor 
Robert Lyons voted yes on the 
intention to pursue a contract for his 
stated reasons. 

‘*Right now if we have a structural 
fire in the city of Placentia, if we 
don’t go outside our city limits, we 
get six men responding to a call.

Council Report 


(Due to the Labor Day holiday the 
City Council met on Tuesday night 
instead of Monday night this week. 
Because of publication deadlines for 
the Star it was not possible to include 
a report of the council session in this 
edition. Articles on the meeting will 
be published in the Sept. 10 edition. 
However, by attending the press 
briefing prior to the meeting it is 
possible to comment on some of the 
agenda items. Editor.) 

Mayor Carolyn Ewing revealed 
that she would request an executive 
session at which council members 
would be ‘reminded of what they 
agreed to do when they took their 
oath of office, the provisions of the 
Brown Act and the State Code.”’ 

The mayor said her request 
stemmed from the dispute between 
the city and the Kraemer family 
regarding annexation of the latter’s 
property and the Dominguez Ranch 
annexation. 

Ewing stated that ‘‘what they did 
(Kraemer’s and their attorney) they 
had to know what went on in the 
executive session. I think the one or 
two of council members might not 
remember what they said they 
would do when they took office.”’ 


The Kraemer family has sought a 
stay order challenging the validity of 
the city’s annexation of the 
Dominguez Rance. It involves a 
portion of the Kraemer property. 

A court hearing on the matter is 
scheduled for Sept. 16. Actually, the 
suit is against the county’s Local 
Agency Formation Commission. 


Mayor Ewing also presented a 
Suggested written policy for 
selection of the mayor and vice 
mayor. She wants a written policy 
and a method better than the 
present one of the person getting the 
largest vote being the mayor. 

The City Administrator was 
scheduled to report on acquisition of 
the proposed park site at Yorba 
Linda and Palm Ave. The appraisal 
has been updated to a figure of 
$230,000 and the property owners 
are reported to be asking $255,000. 


Standard Pacific Corporation’s 
appeal to the Planning Commis- 
sion’s decision requiring a 10 foot 
bikeway to be installed along the El 
Cajon Canal right of way within a 
planned tract development, from 
Rose Drive westerly, was scheduled 
to be heard. 


Ponder Revising Sidewalk Policy 


A Traffic Committee policy 
recommending sidewalks on both 
sides of all streets was heavily 
debated at last week’s meeting of 
the committee with the City Council. 

Committee members explained 
that the policy actually means ‘‘safe 
access for pedestrian traffic.’’ A 
‘“‘walkway’’ would suffice to gain’ 
that result, they said. 

Consensus was that the higher the 


density of an area the more 
sidewalks would be required with 


them on at least one side of the 
street. This is the Planning 
Comniission policy. 

The committee was requested to 
consult with the planning staff and 
spell out the policy requirements in a 
more specific manner. 

Councilman Dale Chaput was 
shocked to learn that the Yorba 
Linda School District is busing 
children from homes bordering the 
canal. He and other council 


members were of the opinion that 
the children could walk and the dis- 
trict could save the expense of two 
bus runs per day. 

A letter was authorized to 
ascertain the district’s reasoning for 
busing the children. 


Other segments of the Policy and 
Procedures Guide touched upon at 
the meeting were restrictions on 
local. policies e pby,, the 
State Vehicle Code, loading zones 
adjacent to private buildings as 
compared to commercial loading 
zones, lack of support for ‘‘speed 
bumps’’, bicyclists on streets that do 
not have bicycle lanes, and 
youngsters running across Yorba 
Linda to get the the new Lakeview 
Center. 


Some of these subjects are not 
covered in the policy guide 
mentioned as _ areas _ possible 
needing attention.

If everything goes well the 
probability of Yorba Linda having a 
new Post Office in the near future 
looks bright. 

Postmaster Carl Tice confirmed 
that the site on Lemon, between 
Eureka and Yorba Linda Blvd., is 
high on the Postal Service priority 
list. He added that the necessary 
funds have been budgeted in the 
current fiscal year appropriations 
and a start on construction could 
occur anytime between now and the 
end of 1975 or early next year. 

Tice said the building has been in 
department budgets since 1971 but 
only now has received a high enough 
priority to get serious consideration. 

The postmaster declared that if 
the project does not begin in the 
1975-76 fiscal year the funds could 
go back into the total account and a 
new priority list might bump the 
local office down a few notches. 

Tice is anxious for the project to 
get underway. ‘‘With the present 
and anticipated growth of Yorba 
Linda we want to be able to meet the 
needs of the public in a newer and 
larger facility,’’ he said. 

The projected building would 
have 21,000 square feet of working 
space compared to the present 5,800 
square feet which combines the 
footage in the original office and the 
expansion into the former meat 
market on Lemon. 

The new post office will have 
parking for 60 route vehicles, for 
employees and ample spaces for 
public. It will be well landscaped, 
Tice said. 

The Yorba Linda Post Office had 
six routes about 11 years ago when 
Tice became postmaster. That 
number swelled to 19 and now has 
been reduced to 17.

Car owners are requested to keep 
their cars off the street overnight on 
those dates to facilitate the 
sweeping. 


Dedicate Canyon Park 


A 95-acre package of pleasure was 
gift wrapped and delivered Thurs- 
day as Carbon Canyon Regional 
Park opened its gates to an eagerly 
awaiting public. 

Around 1,000 people curned out 
for the dedication ceremonies which 
also gave them a preview look at the 
vista of lake, trees, tennis courts, 
children’s play grounds, picnic 
kiosks, a mile and a half of winding 
bike trails and room to radio fly 
model planes and to sail model 
boats. And yards and yards of green 
stuff. 

The park is located less than two 
miles from Imperial Highway and 
Valencia Avenue, streets easily 
recognized in Placentia and Yorba 
Linda and is available for 50 cents, 
the price of parking a car all day. 
Those on foot may enter free. 

Groups of 50 persons or more are 
asked to make arrangements in 
advance because of the anticipated 
use of the park. 

The dedication ceremonies Thurs- 
day combined nostalgia with 
intentional immediacy and brought 
pleasure to young and old. 

The fascinating history of the area 
was explored evolving from the 
orignal occupants of the land, the 
Shoshonean Indians to the old 
Rancho San Juan Cajon de Santa 
Ana which belonged to Juan Pacifico 
Ontiveros on tc Abel Stearns, a 
wealthy land baron who next 
purchased the land. 

The part of Carbon Canyon that is 
Olinda, where the park lies, was a 
paradise for farmers and ranchers 
and cattle and sheep grazed in the 
park fields. 

Then came oil and the newly 
formed Union Oil Company next 
bought the land. On the park lands 
were offices, houses, a school and a 
store. The next innovation was the 
building of Carbon Canyon Dam, to 
deter the flooding creek waters. 

The park today offers other 
attractions. A ten-acre redwood 
gtove occupies the south arm and 


trees planted by Milton Armstrong 
around his home, were saved and 
dedicated to his son, Major Jack 
Armstrong, a decorated fighter pilot 
during World War II, who was killed 
in a fighter plane crash attempting 
to better his own world speed 
record. 

And for the youngsters whv 
Thursday lined the rim of the 
four-acre lake with fishing poles in 
hand, Orange County Supervisor 
Chairman Ralph Diedrich thought- 
fully launched some impressive size 
catfish, which as quickly as possible, 
headed for the safer and deeper 


center of the pond. 

A platform full of dignitaries were 
on hand to participate in the 
dedication, MCed by Diedrich’s 
executive assistant, Ray Rhoads, 
Yorba Linda resident. Music was 
provided by the Santa Ana Winds. 

Park hours are 7 a.m. to sunset, 
October 1 through March 31 and 7 
a.m. to 10 p.m., April 1 through 
September 30. 

This is the first phase of the park 
and additional acreage will be added 
to the current SO acres, to 


completion around twice its present 
size.

Turn around an old U.S. history course maxim that ‘‘trade follows the 
flag’’ and you have a hint of the government's strategy for normalizing 


relation with Cuba. 


Last week the State Department announced that Latin American 
subsidiaries of U.S. companies may now obtain licenses to seil to Cuba ‘‘in 
countries where local law or policy favors trade with Cuba.”’ 

In effect, this means indirect trade in those Western Hemisphere nations 
which have begun trading with Cuba since the recent lifting of the OAS 
(Organization of American States) blanket ban. 

The State Department took pains to minimize any diplomatic significance 
in the new policy. Since it is only one step removed from resumption of direct 
trade, however, one doesn’t need much imagination to believe that a modest 
amount of indirect trade will make the American people so accustomed to 
the idea that full trade won’t be far off. 

Presidential Press Secretary Ron Nessen said of the move, ‘‘There is no 
advantage that we can see in a permanent antagonism between the United 


States and Cuba.’’ 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., who has been tub-thumping for 
normalization for months, said the U.S. sanctions against Cuban trade have 


been a ‘‘self-d.feating mistake.’’ 


Others of the Washington establishment have been talking in the same 


vein. 


What is missing is any official or even off-the-cuff declaration from our 
leaders that trade and diplomatic relations won’t be resumed unless 


minimum U.S. requirements are met. 


If such requirements have been established, no one is talking about them. 
In fact, the State Department keeps as low a profile as possible on the 
matter, not wanting to stir passions among Cuban ex-patriots in the United 
States or risk a barrage of criticism from conservatives. 

The absence of any talk about the need for a quid pro quo in order to 
normalize relations with Cuba suggests either that the State Department is 
afraid to insist on one or is keeping secret its plans to get one. 

Critics of detente in State’s misguided tiptoe diplomacy over the Panama 


Canal are fearful it’s the former. 


There is plenty of ground for quid pro quo negotiating with Castro. One 
item should be an agreement by Cuba to deny landing and refueling rights to 


Soviet aircraft. 


This last spring, Soviet warplanes refueled in Cuba during the worldwide 
Soviet naval maneuver ‘‘Okean 75.’’ They then proceeded to make 
simulated attack runs off our East Coast. 

Other U.S. objectives in quid pro quo bargaining could include denials by 
Cuba of naval base rights to the Soviets; reaffirmation of U.S. naval base 
rights at Guantanamo; compensation to Americans for property seized by 
Castro; free movement between the two nations; written guarantees by 
Castro that he won't attempt to export his revolutionary tactics to other 
Western Hemisphere nations; and restoration of human rights and 
freedoms in Cuba, including religious freedom. 

There hasn't been a single election in Castro’s ‘‘paradise’’ since he 
came to power. That’s a point worth talking about, too. 

Recent conciliatory gestures by Castro, including the return of $2 million 
ransom money he had impounded in connection with a U.S. airliner 
hijacking, indicates that he #6 ready to talk turkey with the United States. 

Since we can accomplish both humanitarian and national objectives in the 
process, it’s time for the Washinton establishment to lift its Cuban dialogue 
above the level of that advertising slogan, ‘‘Since we’re neighbors, let’s be 


friends.’’

Esperanza Opens 


$1.5 Million Phase 


When students return to Esperan- 
za High School in the Placentia 
Unified School District September 
10, they will find almost 45,000 
square feet of new classrooms to 
house their rapidly-growing student 
population. 

The additions complete the 
district’s newest high school, which 
opened last year at 1830 N. Kellogg 
Dr., Anaheim, and increase the 
student capacity by 50 per cent, 
according to Dr. John Parrish, 
principal. 

The phase II construction 
amounts to $1.5 million, making the 
total cost of the campus approxi- 
mately $6.35 million. 

Included in the new 44,676 
square-foot addition are 20 class- 
rooms for history and English, a 
400-seat performing arts facility 
which can be used as four separate 
classrooms, vocal and instrumental 


PUSD Bus Schedules Available 


Bus schedules for the Placentia 
Unified School District have been 
printed and are available at all of the 
district’s 21 schools. 


Students who live beyond 
designated walking distances to 
their schools are eligible for busing, 
according to supervisor of transpor- 
tation Ed Mier. Distances are a mile 
for kindergarten through third 
grades, 1'% miles for fourth through 
sixth grades, 14 miles for seventh 
and eighth grades and 2% miles for 
ninth through twelfth grades. 


‘These distances are used as 
guidelines for providing student 
transportation,’’ Mier explained. 
‘Exceptions may be made when the 
safety of students is at question or 
when a student’s physical condition 
requires transportation.’’ 


Most of the schedules remain 
about the same as last year’s, Mier 
said. 


All students living within the 
Brookhaven, Golden, Sierra Vista, 
Van Buren and Wagner elementary 
areas and El Dorado High School are 
within walking distance of their 
schools. 


Almost 4,000 students are bused 
daily to Placentia district schools, 
Mier noted. Eight 16-passenger 
buses transport students to special 
education classes throughout the 
district. In addition, 20 large--79 and

paying now, we will have 11 people 
responding to the same fire. 


“Right now, any portion of our 
city, south of Madison, is outside the 
five minute response area of 
paramedics stationed at #10 (Yorba 
Linda). By moving them into Station 
2 (Placentia), we can have our entire 
city covered without loss of service 
to Yorba Linda. 


““At less cost to the citizens, it 
adds stability to our fire dipartment 
that now guarantees for 21 months 
at a fixed price, something we can’t 
do with our own fire department. 


“And I acknowledge the need for 
the bottom line costs, and | 
acknowledge the need for written 
statements from the union. These 
things can be developed during the 
time of the negotiations with the 
county. 


“I want to get this thing moving. 
We've been advised that it takes 30 
to 60 days.’’ 


County figures released during 
the prenegotiations give the cost of 
contracting with the county at 
$646,019 a year. The 21-month 
package would amount to 
$1,110,062 including nine months of 
service at $439,043 and a year at 
$646,019. An additional $25,000 
would be owed present firemen for 
vacations and other benefits. 


The current costs of operating the 
city-owned fire department were not 
discussed but the department is 
budgeted roughly at $750,000 
including paramedics at $61,000 a 
year. 
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music rooms, facilities for drawing 
and painting and ceramics classes, 
an addition to the wrestling room 
and a room for girls’ dance and 
gymnastics classes.

Possible For Adults 


Counseling appoint- 
ments have begun for 
adults who want to take 
advantage of customized 
instruction programs lead- 


ing to a _ high school 
diploma. 
The instruction offered 


through the Adult Educa- 
tion Division, North Orange 
County Community College 
District, is customized to 
the extent that students 
may choose the more 
traditional classroom ap- 
proach or at-your-own-pace 
programmed instruction. 
One reason counseling 
sessions are required, 
according to Donald L. 
Kennedy, Adult Education 
Divison director, is the need 
\ to determine what life 
experiences can contribute 
to graduation credit. 
Credit toward high school 
graduation can be obtained 


in several ways, including:

Mary Kay Gillen has whipped up another article covering 
some of the many aspects of dressage training. 

She starts out by listing the basic requirements. The first 
year level requires: halt (stand) immobile for five seconds; 
ordinary walk; free walk; working trot (rising and sitting); 
extended trot (rising and sitting) ordinary canter (on both 
leads); change of leads (by moving through trot); moving 
Straight down the center; tyrning corners (right and left); 
executing a half-circle (33 feet) and returning to track; 
circle 26 feet (left and right); circle 33 feet (half of the 
arena-ieft and right); circle 66 feet (width of the arena-left 
and right); change rein (by diagonally moving). 

The requirements for the second year level are: rein back 


(horse's 
straighten; 


length); 


extended walk; 
half-turn on haunches (left and right); 


shoulder in and 


serpentine four loops, width of arena. 
The qualities that apply to all gaits, movements and 


figures are being prompt, 


precise, straight, smooth, 


regular, having impulsion, calm, and on the bit. 

She next dicusses the various gaits. Ordinary walk: 
moderate extension, horse walks energetically but calmly. 
Hind feet follow closely the track of the forefeet. Faults: 


failure to maintain cadence; 


variable pace; not straight. 


Extended walk: horse covers more ground than at the 
ordinary walk, without haste, without losing regularity of 
steps. Feet touch the ground beyond footprints of forefeet. 
Head and neck are stretched out. Faults: little or no 
extension; little difference from ordinary walk; faster, 


rather than extended. 


Free walk: gait relaxtion; encouraged to lengthen stride 
and acheive complete freedom of head. Faults: jigging; 
variable pace; not relaxed; head and neck not stretched; 
stride not lengthened; contact too strong; reins too loose; 
loss of implusion. Working trot: a little slower and less 
extended, but faster and covers more ground than a 


collected trot. 


Ordinary trot: pace between extended and collected trot. 
Extended trot: stride lengthened. Ordinary canter: a pace 
between collected and extended. The horse moves freely in 
natural balance, it’s strides long and even, increasing 


implusion. Faults: 


stride. 


not straight; unbalanced; 


uneven 


Change of lead at canter: bring down to trot for several 
steps and restart with other leg. Faults: change abrupt, 
rough and not straight; horse resisting or excited. 


Reinback: Faults: 
straight.

Turn on haunches: keys to movement: (1) fixing 
hind quarters as pivot by using outside leg; (2) prevent 


horse from backing by 


applying inside leg; (3) 


displacement of shoulders (direct and indirect rein). 
Shoulder in: the most pronounced bend is at the poll and 

just behind the withers. The rider can see the full bulge of 

the eye. Shorten the right rein (if that’s the direction in 


which you are going).
